Of Heart Attack 


Valpeau C. ‘Denton, 61, pioneer 
resident of Pahokee, died at the 
Everglades - Memorial Hospital 
Wednesday morning at 7:20 o'clock 
He had been under an oxygen tent 
critically ill for geveral days fol- 
lowing a heart attack: 

Mr. Denton, & native of Starke, 
Fia., was a graduate of Texas A 
& M and a captain in the Army 
Engineering Corps during World 
War I. As a retired engineer -he 
came to the Everglades area, set- 
tling at South Bay in 1920 and 
started a hardware store in Paho- 
kee in 1927 which he’ operated, un- 
til his retirement a few years ago. 

He was a former member of the 
Pahokee City Council, a member of 
the Everglades Lodge 211, F&AM, 
the Rotary Club and the Christ- 
ian Church, 

Before his retirement, “V. C.”, 
as he was popularly known in this 
area, was very active in promoting 
local high school football and-other 
School athletic activities, helped 
organize the Pahokee Athletic 
Council and served as its chair- 
man for several years. He estab- 
lished the Denton Athletic Trophy 
as an annual award to the most 
outstanding athletic in the Paho, 
kee High School Senior Class.

The 
CAA will furnish $15,000 in ‘cash 
as‘its portion far the project.

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TALLAHASSEE — A surprise 
ending made‘the last night of the 
1951 session of the Florida Legi- 
slature as exciting as a continued 

_ thriller. Several. hundred _ school 
teachers and their friends raced 
back and forth from Senate- to 
House as each in turn considered 
avbill to give the teachers and bus 
drivers each $300 cost of living 
annual raise. But the House, whicn 
had originated the bill, insisted the 
$12,000,000 or more must come 
from” added’ sales taxes on big in- 
dustry, and the Senate refused 
this unless the tax also was spread 
over clothing, now. exempt up to 
$10 under the sdles tax. The mid- 
night hour-of adjournment caught 
_ the bill in mid-air, both Senate and 
` House leaders inéxorably obeyed 
the -clock, and the tired galleries 
left with victory almost in thir 
grasp: The Legislature had pre- 
viously approved a general tight- 
ening up of the sales tax, to yield 
$2,500,000 extra, and a tax on 
utility ‘and tronsportation com-~ 
panies, to produce $620,000 a year. 
These were the only ‘new revenue 
bills to meet appropriations of 
$274,000,000. Thus, according to 
Comptroller C. M. Gay, existing 
revenue and new taxes may fail by 
as much as $8,000,000 to meet the 
appropriations of this Legislature, 


TALLAHASSEE — First majo“ 
veto of the 1951 Legislature ses-, 
sion was on-a bill to prohibit tip 


sheets and newspapers from pub- | 


lishing advance information on 
horse races. Governor Warren's 
veto was sustained. It was basei 


‘-on:his belief that freedom of the 


press was in danger when attemp$ 
were made to prohibit any type 
of publication. He also observed 
that reducing racing news would, 
cut down on race track tax rev-| 
enue, thus reducing the return to 
the counties. The House voted to | 
override the veto—44 to 47.

TALLAHASSEE—This Legisla- 
ture through 60 full days upheld 


the right of the newspapers‘and’ 


the radio stations of Florida to 
comment on their actions without 
curb. Numerous bills‘were intro- 
duced in trying to punish or throt- 
tle the press, but each was killed 
by committees or ignored by the 
majority. Latest to be blighted in 
committee was a resolution from 
Senator Newman: C. Brackin, 
Crestview, to investigate the Mi- 
ami Herald. Others which were 
withdrawn or died on the calendar 
would have controlled the price of 
advertising, would have reguired 
newspapers to furnish equal Space 
for replies to criticism of public 
officials, would have substituted 
professional non-resident process 
servers for adequate public notice 
and would have changed the libel 
‘laws to eliminate the right to cor- 
rect honest errors. 


TALLAHASSEE — A promised 
explosion which fizzled like a damp 
firecracker was the impeachment 
proceedings initiated by Represta- 
tive George - S. Okell of Dade 
against Governor Fuller Warren. 
A committee of lawyers appointed 
to investigate charges in thé im- 
peachment resolution found they 
|-were without legal force. Only six 
| votes out of 95 were cast for im- 
|Peachment when the committee re- 
| port was adopted. This was the 
| major Bid of the Crime Commis- 
sion of Greater Miami for legisla- 
| tive’ attention. 


| TALLAHAS SEE — Major 
achievements of the 1951 Legisla- 
ture included dividing Florida into 
eight new Congressional districts, 
putting privately owned electric 
| and gas companies under 
| Railroad Commission regulation, 
shifted welfare control from the 
| Governor to a State Board, created 
a State Defense Coucil without 
money or authority to defend, 
made futile passes at controlling 
gambling, limited. political~ cam- 
paign contributions, enlarged the 
State Highway Patrol to 300 men, 
outlawed the masked and hooded 
orders on the subversive’. front, 
started work on a major financing 
plan to build $150,000,000 in school 
plants, upheld the suspensions of 
three sheriffs, reinstated none. The 
lawmakers also refused finally to 
codify Florida's insurance laws al- 
though it did pass codified election 
laws. It made most of its head- 
lines through the Haley and the 
Davis committees, one investigat- 
ing corruption in general and the 
other the Beverage Department in 
particular. No official corruption 
was discovered except a slight 
touch in the State Racing Commis- 
sion, and the five members were 
summarily dumped overboard by 
the Senate when their names were 


—— | gent up by the Governor for confir- 


mation. The Davis committee 
found nothing generally wrong 
with the Beverage Department ex- 
cept receiving gifts of tax-free 
whisky for employees and legisla- 
tors.
